Mr. Collission is known in Brainerd where he w ill soon de­ 
liver his lecture on “Golden Butter and Golden Dollars,” under 
auspices of the Brainerd Chamber of Commerce. 
As stated in newspaper articles, Mr. Collission said that 
nearly every speaker on agriculture that he had reported lately 
felt it necessary to tell how many m illions of farm ers are desert­ 
ing their farm s. They tell how many are going to die of want and 
starvation unless the speaker or his candidate is elected som ething 
or other. 
“All of this gloom is getting tiresom e,” Mr. Collission said. 
“This talk is doing the northwest a lot of harm down east. 
In 
W ashington recently everybody was asking us from M innesota, 
‘Is it true that the middle west is broke?’ ” 
W heat farm ers may have suffered a heavy blow in the north­ 
western states, but Mr. Collission showed that there are many 
other valuable products on the farm s up there besides wheat. 
“In M innesota several of our dairying counties had to bor- 
row no money at all from the War Finance corporation. 
They 
make from half a million to two million dollars’ worth of butter 
a year in the farm ers’ co-operative creameries. 
Their banks are 
full of farm ers’ deposits, and cash reserves are ample. 
“M innesota has 29 counties which produce more than a mil­ 
lion dollars’ worth apiece, and six of them produce more than two 
million. 
Twenty-two others produce half a million dollars’ worth 
apiece. 
In these counties it is absurd to say that farm ers are 
hard up.
